Secretary of War Has Intimated to the 
. Chief Executive That He Is Ready 
To Retire, but Insists Upon 
Neming His Own Suc- 
cessor in. Cabinet.

Washington, March’ 7.—(Specia!.)—The 
president hag not yet determined when he 
will leave for Georgia and he will not deter- 
mine definitely for some days. He is going 
simply for rest and does not propose to let 
anything break into that rest. There is to 
be no speechmaking and nothing whatever 
formal about his stay amid the classic 
pines of Thomasville. It is even declared 
with vigor that there is to be no considera- 
tion of the desires of the office seekers or 
of the plans of political wire puliers—though 
in view of Thomasville’s record in this re- 
spect, this latter is pretty hard to believe. 

he only possible reason for the lack of 
political manipulation upon this Thomas- 
ville trip is that the condition among south- 
ern republicans do not make manipulation 
necessary. 

That former epoch-making Thomasville 
of the then governor of Ohio, when leaders 
from all the southern state were consulted 
and the plans laid for the capture of the 
southern delegates were perfected, dves not 
need repetition, because if anything polit- 
ica] is certain, it is that Presideat McKin- 
ley need do no work to secure the renem- 
“Ynation at the hands of his party. 

All talk of the posstbility of oppo- 
sition within republican ranks is silly. | 


Gr course, there are some who would | 
like that nomination, but the man who | 
is going to get it is the man who is | 
now in the white house, and there will , 


be no other so bold as to apply. 
There are some people here in Washing- 


ton who believe that the Thomasville visit 


will develop a cabinet change. These ere 
for the most part the people who have been 
busy for some time predicting the depart- 
ure from the president's officid) heusehold 
of his secretary of war. They have hereto- 
fore fixed several times for this cepart re, 


‘and have predicted it with great certainty 


only to be disappointed, and they may be 
as wide of the mark in this prediction ae in 
those others. They point, however, to the 
fact that these presidentia! trips, however 
innocent they may be iftended to be, 
usually turn up some important develcp- 
ments. 
Alger Wants To Name His Successor. 
In this connection an interesting story 
was told me by a member of congress, who, 
as a rule, gets his stories straight. He is 


close to the white house and oug'it to kncw. ! 


This is that Secretary Alger and the presi- 
dent have talked over the wisdom of the 
secretary resigning for the good of the 
party, the president of course assuring 
General Alger that he personally feels the 
highest regard and the greatest confidence 
in his war secretary. The danger to the 
party of his retention was the theme of 
their talk, and Secretary Alger expressed 
a willingness to resign providing he might 
have as his successor some man who would 
be recognized as his man. In other words, 
that he might be allowed to name his euc- 
cessor, 

The president, so the story goes, theught 
this was asking too much, though he 
thought his selection might please Secre- 
tary Alger; but the secretary of war want- 
ed to be sure of it. In short, his sugges- 
tion did not meet with great favor, and 
60 far as my informant knew, the subject 
was dropped right there. 


One. of the president s suggestions in this | 


connection is said to have been General 
McCook, who was a member of the war in- 
vestigation commission. As things stand, 
there is not a New York man in the cab- 
inet. This is a eondition of affdirs that has 
not prevailed for a great many years, Sec-

The suggestion that they could think 
it is an insult to their intelligence— 
as great an insult as it is to Joe Wheel- 
er to say he is after cabinet office, or 
any other office, from them. 


The gallant little general would like to 
end His career in the army rather than in 
political office, but as the increase of the 
regular army is only temporary, there 
seems to be no chance for anything of that 
sort. If the Hull bill had became a law 
this might have resulted. 

Bacon’s Selection a Compliment. 

The selection of Senator Bacon as a mem- 
ber of the important committee on foreign 
relations.is a high compliment, but certain- 
ly a deserved one. It is swbstantial rec- 
ognition of the ability which the Georgia 
senator has. displayed in the debates on 
matters appertaining to the foreign rela- 
tions of this goyernment and his promise 
nence as a debater. In view of the many 
questions which are going to arise out of 
the new complications in which this coun- 
try finds herself, it was regarded to have 
a full minority membership of this commit- 
tee during the recess, and the leaders on 
the democratic side selected Senators Ba- 
con and Money for the places. Senator 
Money served on the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the house during his membership 
of that body. 

There will. be no further changes in the 
committees until congress meets. There is 
a strong probability of an extra session 
as early as September, or the Ist of Octo- 
ber; but if it is not called, there will be 
no reorganization until December.

Both Georgia senators have had excellent 
assignments. Bacon has been on judiciary 
and the District of Columbia, and Senator 
Clay had postoffices and claims. Both of 
these are strong and important committees 
and on both they have been in a_ position 
to do splendid service not only for Georgia, 
but for the entire south. In the: new con- 
gress Senator Bacon will go off the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, retaining foreign rela- 
tions and judiciary. Senator Clay is spok- 
en ofin connection with commerce, which is 
one of the most important-of all the com- 
mittees, embracing as does the work done 
by both the°commerce and river and har- 
bor committees at the other end of the 
capitol. However, it has not been deter- 
mined what will be done in this matter of 
committee make-up, and will not be until 
the new senate gets here. The senate, it 


‘may be necessary to explain, makes its 


own committees—they are not appointed by 
the presiding officer ag in almost every 
other body. There is an agreement be- 
tween the steering committees of the two 
parties as to the number of representatives 
of the parties there shall be on each com- 
mittee, the wishes of the individual sena-’ 
tors being consulted as far as possible. 
The democrats will of course have fewer 
places at their disposal in the new senate 


than in the congress which has just ex- 
pired.

DELAWARE FACTIONS MAKE UP.

Dover, Del.,, March 7.—Only five days re- 
main before .the final adjournment of the 
legislature and strong efforts are being 
made to harmonize the republican factions, 
thus securing the election of a successor to 
United States Senator George Gray. 

With this end in view a letter is handed 
to every republican member of the general 
assembly, issued by Congressman C. H. 
Venor and Secretary Charles Dick, of the 
republican national] committee, urging, an 
early and final settlement of the senatorial 
Question. The letter says:

The Hills Around the Waterworks 
Strongly Garrisoned by United 
States Troops and Natives 
Will Not Be Able To 

: Take Them. 


Manila, March 7,°10:10 p. m.—A detachment 
of General Hale’s and General Wheaton’s 
brigades were engaged for two hours this 
morning clearing the country in front of 
their lines on both sides of the rivg@, the 
enemy concentrating with the apparent pur- 
pose of cutting off the garrison at the wa- 
terworks. 

The rebels bolted at the first sign of the 
advance, but they separated into small bod- 
fes and kept up a running fire. By a series 
of rapid advances, followed by flank move- 
ments, the enemy .was completely routed 
as far out.as Guadalupe on the right and 
almost to Mariquina on the ieft. 

The casualties reported. are Captain 
O’Brien, of company F, First Wyoming vol- 
unteers, and two meh slightly wounded. 
The Peper toss “was “h 
visible at noon, 

Fight for the Waterworks. 

This afternoon General Hale’s ‘brigade 
continued the work of driving out the reb- 
els from the country between the reservoir 
and the waterworks, a distance of about 
three miles. The country is now clear on the 
left of the river, but the enemy is still in 
front of General Wheaton's line. 

Near San Pedro Macati, they have been 
actively attempting to make the positions 
of the Sixth artillery untenable, their sharp- 
shooters keeping up a constant fire all day. 

Private Lovejoy, company C, Washingion 
volunteers, was killed by a stray bullet. 
Major Bell, Seventh United States cavalry; 
Private Young, company M, Twentieth in- 
fantry; Private Curran, company H, Twen- 
tieth infantry, and’ Private Sparks, com- 
pany I, First Wyoming volunteers, were 
wounded today. 

This morning the enemy in front of Gen- 
eral Ovenshine’s line sent out a flag of 
truce, but retired when Lieutenant Kooh- 
ler, with two men, advanced to meet it. 
This afternoon they again showed a white 
flag, and a general, with two officers and 
an interpreter, advanced. When the Amer- 
icans were within about 200 yards of the 
rebel party the latter dragged rifles from 
behind their backs and opened fire upon 
them, but entirely without effect. - 


Battery Plays Havoc. 

Hawthorne's battery fired two shells, kill- 
ing several of the enemy. 

In accordance with instructions to the 
land and naval forcés, a general order. 
was issued today directing the United 
mg troops to the specific duty of fur- 
nishing full protection to the lives and 
property of all German, Austrian, Dutch, 
Italian and Portuguese residencs, and, at 
the co-operation of the resident Gcrman 
consul, to give aid and aégsistance when- 
ever necessary. 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon the temper- 
ature was 84 degrees fahrenheit. The heat 
is interse, especially on the lines, where 
twenty-five men were temporarily prostrat- 
ed during the day. 

Rebels Preparing Defenses. 

Manila, March 8&—10:20 a. m.—The rebels 
are busily preparing their defenses at vari- 
ous points, and are ™MoOst aggressive near 
San” Pedro Macati, where their sharp- 
shooters maintain persistent annoyance. 
Scott's battery on the hill top is the center 
of fire from both sides of the river. 

General Hale withdrew his outposts from 
the left bank of the stream and is now oc- 
cupying his original position, 

Further trouble is probable in the vicini- 
ty of the waterworks when the rebels rally, 
but it would be an almost impossibility for 
them to interfere with the water supply, 
owing to the strength of our position.

LOST LIFE IN BURNING HOME. 


Woman One Hundred and Four Years 
of Age Is Burned to Death. 
Comer, Ga., March 7.—(Special.)—Miss Lil- 
lie Coker, residing in the northern part 
of the county ‘and whose age was known by 
the. records to be one hundred and four 
years, was burned to death last night in 
the little cottage where she lived alone, 
the fire originating in the house from some 

unknown cause. 

The cottage was completely destroyed, 
with all its belongings, and nothing seems 
to have been known of the catastrophe un- 
til this morning, when passersby noted the 
ruins and found in the: midst of them the 
charred body of Miss Coker.

CRAP TABLES ARE REMOVED. 


Nashville Gambling Houses Are Quit- 
ting the Square Bones, 
Nashville, Tenn., March 7.—(Special.)— 
Judge Anderson today called the attention 
of the grand jury to the law recently enact- 
ed making it a felony to operate a room 

for the playing of craps. 

He told the jury that law did not give in- 
quisitoral power, and in order to fndict a 
prosecutor would be required. He further 
stated that where the proof showed that 
a man had been playing craps, but left it 
doubtful whether or not he was the owner 
or operator of thé room so that a convic- 
tion for felony could not be secured, he 
was still subject to presentment under the 
law against gaming, 

It is understood that all the gambling 
houses have removed their crap tables. 


TWENTY DIVORCES PASSED ON.

would be superfluous. There was and is 
and will be nothing ‘“‘voluntary” to be dis- 
covered in the action of the express com- 
pany in this regard. It not only refused 
to pay the tax, but when ordered to do so 
by the commission complied most reluct- 
antly and for fear of the more serious im- 
positions the commission had in store for 
it. Why, then, should the court parade its 
authority to enjoin the express copany not 
to make payments it would be delighted 
eto escape? 

State Has No Pecuniary Interest. 

Nor can it be said that the state has the 
right to ask a construction of the act. It 
has no pecuniary interest at stake. To 
adopt the language of the supreme court 
in a kindred case, Reagan vs. Trust Com- 
pany, 154 U. S. p. 38, ‘There is a sense, 
doubtless, that the state is interested in 
the question, but only in a governmental 
sense.’ States, however, do not enter 
courts in a governmental sense. They can- 
not ordinarily be brought into court, but 
when they condescend to come, they come 
as do ordinary litigants, and they are not 
heard unless they have an ascertainable 
definite interest in the litigation. Here, 
moreover, the state is not before the court. 
The commission is here, but the commission 
does not contend “L ‘etat c’est moi,’ as 
did Louis le Grande Monarque. We shall 
presently see that the commission has as 
little concern with the construction of the 
revenue law as the state which is not be- 
fore the court. It is true the learned attor- 
ney general in his brief states that the de- 
murrer presents this question, “Does the 
act of congress levy the samp tax upon 
the shipper or express company, or is it 
a general or floating tax?” Now, if the 
attorney general of Georgia were the attor- 
ney general of the United States and was 


engaged in an effort to enforce the payment - 


of the United States tax from the South- 
ern Express Company, his proposition 
would probably réquire judicial discrimina- 
tion. The fact, however, that he appears 
in this case as the attorney general of 
the state betrays how untenable is his po- 
sition. This revenue tax is imposed the 
United States. It affects all the pe of 
all the states. It is national in its churac- 
ter, and “admits and requires un‘formity 
of regulation and enforcement in all of 
the states.” It follows that its distribution, 
appertionment, collection and enfurcement 
is not within the administrative cuntrol of 
the authorities of a particular stuie. The 
respective spheres of action of the state and 
United States courts to use the appusite 
illustration of Chief Justice Brown, in 
Hines and Hobbs vs. Rawson, # Ga. p. 356, 
are each ‘“‘as far beyond the reach cf the 
other as if the line between them was 
traced by landmarks and monuments visi- 
ble to the eye.” Indeed, the action of the 
railroad commission as recited in the Dill 
and admitted by the demurrer is not cnly 
an appropriation of functions belonging ex- 
clusively to officials of the United States 
charged with the collection cf the tax, but 
it is an expansion of its own authority as 
defined by the law of the state. Th.s is 
to. be found in section 2217 of civil coce of 
Georgia, and provides that all express and 
telegraph companies doing business in whole 
or part in this state ‘shall be under the 
control of the railroad commission of Geor- 
- gia, who shall have full power to regulate 
the price to be charged... for any service 
performed by any such company or per- 
sons, etc.” All of the powers of the com- 
mission relative to railroads are extended 
.- by this legislation to include telegraph 

and express companies, 

Stamps Is No Part of Rate. 

Without quoting the voluminous enact- 
ments defining the powers of the railroad 
commission, it will be enough to say that 
like the section of the code quoted above, 
so far as they are germane to this con- 
troversy, they relate to the fixation of 
rates or prices for transportation or con- 
veyance. In so far as they are penal in 
effect, umder the familiar rule, they must 
of course be strictly construed. Bearing 
in mind this cardinal canon of construc- 
tion with regard to penal legislation, how 
unprecedented seems that latitudinous in- 
terpretation which would make the punish- 
ment fixed by the statute apply to the fail- 
ure of a corporation to pay a disputed 
stamp imposed by the United States upon a 
written evidence of shipment, required by 
the United States. This revenue exaction 
is no part of the pricé for “‘a service ren- 
dered” the shipper. It is a tax for naticnal 
purposes and its payment or collection is 
in no sense directly or indirectly within 
the sphere “of a astate administrative 
board.” Like the tax on distilled spirits, 
this is an internal revenue tax. Should the 
express company ship a package of any 
character in the absence of this stamp on 
the bill of lading, it would incur a yenalty 
of $50. If it should. accept ani knowingly 
“remove” or ship a package of distilled 
spirits unless it also bore the stamp re- 
uired by law, it would be guilty of an in- 
amous offense, and its officers punishable 
by rent in the penitentiarv. Now, 
has é@ railroad commission cenirol over 
the shipmeut of an unstamped cask of li- 
quor? Has it authority to direct that the 
express company and not che distiller shall 
pay for and attacn tite stamp? Has it 
any authority to threaten the imposition cf 
its crushing penalties on the express com- 
pany, ard thus compel it to remove the li- 
quor before the distilier has attached the 
stamp which is the evidence that the tax 
thereon has been paid? ‘This will scarcely 
be maintained. But in either case the duty 
ef the express compacy must of necessity 
pe deicrmined by the «wnstruction of the 
United States law. 

Commission Has Not the Power. 

The courts of the state may construe guch 
laws and make their construction effective, 
unless it should be denied by the courts 
of the United States, but the commission 
has no such power, and yet in this case it 
has gravely construed the act of congress 
and issued its mandate accordingly. There 
can be no doubt that this is a great disad- 
vantage to express companies in this state. 
It is ed its day in court, and cannot 
without uming unwarrantable hazard 
colt Art to test the disputed question of its 
ity for this tax, as other express com- 


panies have done elsewhere, The commis-.

old rates. As the matter stands, there is 
no increase in the rate tariffs of the ex- 
press companies and as regards the ques- 
tion’ of Mability for the cost of the stamp 
required, commissioners decide they have 
no jurisdiction.’’ 

How clear, conservative and equitable is 
this announcement. Neither the shippers 
nor the company are hindered in their ap- 
proach to the courts. No fulmination is di- 
recte@ at either. How is it in Georgia? 
A corporation contributing daily .to the 
comfort and convenience of thousands and 
doing much for the advancement of. the 
state, is practically excluded from the 
courts, or if it should seek to maintain 
therein its conception of the law for even 
a single day after the five days of grace ac- 
corded by the commission, it is threatened 
with penalties which if imposed upon its 
conduct of business for a half day would 
involve it in irretrievable bankruptcy and 


ruin. 
Action Is Unauthorized. 


It 1s insisted, however, by the attorney 
general, that this court has no jurisdiction 
to grant any of the plaintiff’s prayers. The 
argument is that at best the action of the 
commission complained of is merely a re- 
duction of rates: whether the reduction is 
reasonable or not is- exclusively to Le de- 
termined by the state courts, in no case can 
the court enjoin penalty suits; that the 
company has an adequate defense at law; 
that in no case except in bankruptcy is an 
injunctioR to be granted by a court of the 
United States to stay proceedings in the 
state courts, and thaf this is a suiX\against 
the state. Many cases are marshgled in 
support of these propositions. The funda- 
mental misapprehension which has led the 
attorney general to this incorrect contention 
and misapplication of precedents seems to 
proceed from his omission to perceive that 
the action taken by the commission is not 
merely unreasonable, but is unauthorized. 

Now it cannot successfully 
Le disputed that the courts are open to cit- 
izens Of the stats.to protect their property 
from the unauthorized action of officials, 
and in many cases the supreme court of the 
Tinited States has held that “‘whenever a 
citizen of a state can go into the courts of 
a state to defend his property against the 
illegal acts of its officers. a citizen of an- 
other state may invoke the jurisdiction of 
the federal courts to maintain a like de- 
fense.

S&.. v. 517, and authorities 
cited... The commission then is not above 
the law in either jurisdiction. Reagan v3. 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, 154 


+ TT. S. p 964 (Texas commission cae); Coy- 


ington, etc., va. The Turnpike Company, 
164 17. S. nv. 592 (Turnpike. case): Smit vs. 
Ames, 169 U.S. p. 6 (Nebraska case), It will 
be found that these cases and many others 
cited by the supreme court in its opinions, 
afford decisive and reiterated refutation to 
that reasoning intended to defeat the plain- 
tiff’s application for injunction against the 
commission, The supreme court holds that 
“the adequacy or inadequacy of the remedy 
at law for the protection -of the rights of 
one entitled vpon any ground to invoke, the 
powers of the federal court is not to be 
conclusively determined by the. statutes of 
the particular state in which suit may be 
brought.” That ‘‘the wise policy of the con- 
stitution gives him a choice of tribunals;’’ 
‘‘that stockholders and incorporations may 
ask a decree enjoining the illegal action of 
the cOmmission apon the ground that it is 
unreasonable, unauthorized or is repugnant 
to the constitution of the United States.’’ 
That “the courts of the United States sit- 
ting in équity can make a comprehensive 
decree covering the whole ground of contro- 
versy and thus avoid the multiplicity of 
suits that would inevitably arise under the 
Statute.” This holding is precisely in 
point. It is found in the invaluable opinion 
of Associate: Justice Harlan in Smith v. 
Ames, supra. There the company was, as 
in this case, made liable not only to indi- 
vidual process for every act, matter or 
thing prohibited by the statute, and for ev- 
ery omission to do any act, matter or thing 
required to be done, but to a fine of from 
$1,000 to $5,000 for the first offense. It is fur- 
ther held that ‘“‘the transactions with these 
corporations are So numerous and varied 
that the interference of equity could well 
be justified upon the ground that a general 
decree according to the prayers of the 
bill would avoid a multiplicity of suits, 
giving a remedy more certain and effica- 
cious than could be given in any proceed- 
ing instituted against the company in a 
court of law, for a court of law. could only 
deal with each separate transaction in- 
volving the rates to be charged for trans- 
portation. The transactions of a _ single 
week would expose any company question- 
ing the validity of the statute to a vast 
number of suits by shippers, to say nothing 
of the heavy penalties named in the stat- 
ute. Only a court of equity is competent 
to meet such an emergency and determine 
once for ali and avoid @ multiplicity of 
suite, matters that affect not simply indi- 
viduals, but the interests of the entire 
community.” In the same line of decisions 
Summed up in the case just cited, the argu- 
ment that the proceeding is against the 
State and, therefore, illegal, is also judi- 
ciously confuted. The supreme court holds 
that the suits are not against the state, 
but against certain individuals charged 
with the administration of a state enact- 
ment which, it is alleged, cannot be en- 
forced without violating the constitutional 
Tights of the plaintiff. | 

In view of these repeated declarationge of 
the supreme court of the United States, it 
is obligatory upon this court to enjoin the 
enforcement of the order of the railroad 
commission oppressive to the Southern Ex- 
press Company, and injurious to its stock- 
ae This must be done in order that

three big battleships authorized by the na- 
val appropriation bill just passed are being 
worked out. The general features of the 
ships have been defined, subject to the ap- 
proval of the secretary. 

The battleships will be a thousand tons 
larger than the Maine and Missouri class, 
of a total displacement of 13,500 tons, mak- 
ing them by far the largest ships in the 
American pavy and about equal in dimen- 
sions to the best type of battleships now 
being. constructed abroad under the new 
practice. 

Though larger than the Maine, the ships 
will be laid on almost the same lines, being 
only a little greater in every dimension. 
They will carry each four twelve-inch guns 
in turrets, This caliber is an inch less than 
the guns carried by the Oregon, but by 
improved design they will be almost equal 


of the Oregon type, although they did very 
effective work at Santiago and Manila, have 
been abandoned. 

Sixteen Six-Inch Guns. 

But instead of eight eight-inch guns, the 
new ships will have no less than sixteen 
guns of six-inch caliber, all rapid firers and 
twenty six-pounders. This battery repre- 


taught by the experience of our own fleets 
during the Spanish war and of the Chinese 
and Japanese vessels during their late war. 

The speed of the ships will be eighteen 
knots,.an advance of two knots over the 
Oregon class, but just ¢qual to that of the 
new Maine. For protection against the en- 
emy’s shot the battleships will have but 
one belt of armor, seven feet six inches 
broad, running clear around the water line, 
three feet six inches above and four feet 
below. 

It was originally planned to have this ar- 
mor sixteen inches thick, but the designers 
have now reduced the thickness to twelve 
inches. This change was made in order to 
strengthen the casements, which will be 
made seven and a half inches thick in- 
stead of five inches. Altogether there is a 
notable absence of new features in the 
designs of the battleships, which fact, taken 
in connection with the small amount of 
progress reported in the designs for the 
Maine class, may be an indication that 
our naval designers have very nearly ap- 
proached the ideal battleship in their work. 

Must Wait for Legislation. 

As far as these particular ships are con- 
cerned, the fact that the navy department 
is limited to $300 per ton in the purchase of 
armor makes it impossible to build them 
in the absence of further legislation and 
the department will be obliged to content 
itself with the mere proposition of detail- 
ed plans during the coming summer. The 
six cruisers of the unarmored type provided 
for can, however, be built, and Chief Con- 
structor Hichborn has already been work- 
ing out the designs upon lines approved 
by the board of bureau chiefs. 

It is the purpose of the navy department 
to place contracts for these ships at the 
earliest possible moment. They represent a 
type of cruiser which would be of the 
greatest value just now for our foreign ser- 
vice. The plans call for vessels of about 
2,600 tons and the ships will be improved 
Marbleheads, so to speak, being 600 tons 
larger than ships of that class and with 
better batteries and more coal capacity. 

A most important consideration is that 
they will be sheathed with wood over the 
steel hull and fully coppered, enabling them 
to keep the seas even in tropical. waters for 
many months without being compelled to 
seek a dry dock. 

The battery will be made of six five-inch 
guns for each ship. The cost is expected to 
be considerably more than of the Marbie- 
thead, which was $674,000, for the amount al- 
lowed by congress was $1,141,800 each. This

Treasury Department Prepares To For- 
ward $3,000,000 to the Cubans. 

Washington, March 7.—Although the cab- 
inet was in session today an hour longer 
than usual, the entipe time was occupied in 
the discussion of comparatively unimport- 
ant details. 

The secretary of war stated that he had 
made a requisition on- the treasury de- 
partment for $3,000,000 with which to pay 
the Cuban army and an installment of this 
sum will be sent at once to Havana for dis- 
tribution, 

Treasury officials say the $3,000,000 to be 
paid the Cubans will be made up of $1,540,- 
000 in five-dollar gold pieces; $1,300,000 in 
silver dollars; $50,000 in S0-cent pieces; $50,000 
in quarters; $5,000 in dimes and $5,000 in 
nickels. This allotment of the various sums 
is in accordance with the wishes of the 
Cubans themselves.

The Passing of the Eighth Immunes a 
Source of Gratification to Geor- 
gia and Tennessee Authori- 
ties Who Have Had To 
Deal with Them. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 7.—(Special.j— 
As @ sequence of the mustering out of the 
Eighth immune regiment (colored) at Chick- 
amauga. today, this place was flooded to- 
ward night with the troopers and serious 
difficulties that might have involved the loss 
of lives were narrowly averted. 

As it was, two white men and several 
negroes were badly wounded in depot and 
barroom fights. 

ALout 100 of the discharged negro soldiers 
remained in this city over night. and as 
each one had about $5 toé get rid of, the ne- 
gro saloons and low dives were scenes of 
much disorder and rioting during the night. 

Several negroes were shot in personal dif- 
ficulties, but no one was killed and no one 
was fatally wounded. 

Policeman Houston Poe was called to 
quel] a disturbance at a negro saloon. When 
the officer entered the place the negroes 
made a break for him with beer bottles 
and sticks, and one ex-soldier drew a pistol 
and fired om the officer, the bullet striking 
him in the hand. 

Poe opened fire and there was a general 
scattering of negroes, the soldier getting out 
of a side door only to be nal.bed by another 
office, who took him to headquarters at the 
point of a pistol. , 


in the outskirts of the city at an early 
hour and before midnight everything was 
quiet. 

Trouble at the Depot. 

About five hundred of the discharged men 
went home by the Nashville and Chatta- 
nooga road, and as they. were leaving the 
yarrs in the city a number the them, who 
had in some way secured revolvers, began 
to discharge them in the alr and into sheds 
and vacant houses.

NEGROES IN TROUBLE. 


Officers Take the Immunes in Charge 
on Their Arrival at Depot. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 7.—(Special.)—The 
members of the Eighth regiment of United 
States volunteers who came through Nash- 
ville tonight will have occasion to remem- 
ber their trip. 

The disorder at Chattanooga and reports 
that the negroes were firing pistols at 
every town passed determined the Nashville 
police that there should be no trouble here. 

A detail of forty police and a number of 
armed citizens met the train when it pulled 
in, in two sections, at 12:30 o’clock, went 
through every coach and searched the oc- 
cupants, seizing several dozen pistols. 

The negroes who were inclined to resist 
were toppled over with billies, and some 
who attempted to draw pistols were se- 
verely handled. When both trains had been 
handled there were thirty or forty very 
blocdy heads. The railroad men say that 
Nashville is the only place at which the

The directors of the Georgia and Alabama 
have been holding frequent meetings here 
ana while what has been given out for pub- 
lication has Leen of. little consequence, 
there is no doubt that they are making 
preparations to get things in shape as soon 
as possible. A three-hundred-thousand-dol- 
lar contract for dredging ‘along their water 
front on Hutchinson's island. where the 
road will locate the million-dollar terminal, 
has just been let, and a eontract will be 
entered into in a few days for the construc- 
tion of a hundred-thousand-dollar bridge 
across the Savannah river. 

The people of Savannah have already been 
talking of using the fact of the construction 
of this immense terminal as an argument in 
securing money from congress for a twenty- 
eight-foot channel to the sea.

KNITTING MILLS ARE SOLD. 


Eagle and Phenix Purchases Its Ala- 
bama Adjunct at Receiver’s Sale. 

Columbus, Ga., March 7.—(Special.)—The 
Chattahoochee knitting mills, in Girard, 
Ala., were sold today at public outcry, pur- 
Suant to a decree in the federal court in 
Alabama, and were bought by the Eagle 
and Phenix mills for $2,500, the upset price. 
There was but one bid. 

One thousand dollars was paid down. The 
rest of the purchase money is owed to “he 
receivers of the mills for current expenses. 
The plant was built a dozen years ago by

Central Railroad Contemplates Constract- 
ing New Line Around City. 


EXTEND NORTH TO SEABOARD | 


Options Expire July 31st Which Means 
Early Work on the Road. 


INDUSTRIES TO BE PLACED EN ROUTE 


Options Are Placed on Record by Land 
Agent Pritchard and Cover 
Many Acres of Ground. 


Options on land comprising a right of 
way for the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company to build’ a belt line around the 
western portion of the city, have been ob- 
tained and placed on record in the clerk’s 
office by. Land Agent Pritchard of the Cen- 
tral. For some time work has been gotng 
on to secure these options and as they 
have now been obtained, the work of ne- 
gotiating. for the construction of the road 
will commence. 


The line will be the branch from the | 


Central road at East Point. It will start 
due north and continue in that direction 
for a considerable distance and then turn 
to join with the Western and Atlantic 
railway. It will extend from that point 
to the line of the Seaboard Air Line which 
is a short distance away. A connection 
will probably be made with the Southern. 
The Seaboard now has a line running from 
north Decatur into Atlanta and in this 
way the belt line will be very nearly com- 
pleted around the city. 
The contemplated construction of the 
belt line of the Atlanta and West Point 
road around the southern portion of the 
city from the Central railroad to the Geor- 
gia railroad will give a complete circult 
and afford many more terminals than have 
heretofore been enjoyed by the railroads. 
The options obtained by- the Central in- 
clude a large number of acres. In some 
places large tracts of land have been ob- 
tioned and in other places a strip obtained 
just wide enough to be a right of way for 
the road, 
_ The building of this line has been in con- 
templation for a long time, but in the last 
year little has been heard of it. Many 
routes have beén suggested but the present 
one obtained will ‘more than likely be util- 
ized if the line is built, which at’ the

DR. DIXON SPOKE YESTERDAY. 


Interesting Services Held at the Ta- 
bernacle Baptist Church 
Yesterday.

White bécame ill during the day and left 
for his home in Macon. It was therefore im- 
possible for him to deliver his second ad- 
dress at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

His place was taken by Dr. Len G. 
Broughton, pastor of the Tabernacie Bap- 
tist church, who made an excellent talk, 
although he spoke without notes or prep- 
aration. Dr. A. C. Dixon, of Brooklyn, was 
expected to arrive in time for the afternoon 
gervice, but his train was delayed and he 
did not reach the city until 5:30 o’clock. 

His place on the afternoon programme 
was therefore taken by Dr. Nelson, who 
spoke briefly but earnestly upon the futile- 
ness of attempting to conduct revivals un- 
less the Holy Spirit is present at the meet- 
ings. 


At the Night Service. 


Dr. Dixon, of Brooklyn, preached to a 
large congregation and the greatest fervor 
was shown during the meeting. Many 
showed strong emotion and were touched 
by the divine influence. Dr. Dixon preach- 
ed a sermon on faith and took his text from 
Acts xxvii, 2. His subject was “Ownership 


and Service.’’ He said in part: 

“The creed that magnifies God is what 
we want. God will do more for the man 
who is content with Him than the man who 
believes nothing by holding on to every- 
thing. 

“We want not the mercy of God, but the 
God of mercy—not the love of God, but 
the God of love. It is easy to believe in 
the God who has been, but hard for some 
of us to believe in the God who is. Chris- 
tians are powerless because they are not 
filled’ with the holy spirit. They are saved 
but are saving no one. 

“It is the rejoicing Christian whom God 
delights to give rich blessings. Let God 
look in upon a rejoicing heart. We belong 
to God, not simply ourselves, but all we 
have. Paul, in a shipwreck, trusted God— 
plank or no plank. We must not be depend- 
ant upon our strreundings. God is fixed. 
We are rich in God, but He is poor in me. 

“To sup with God means to feast with 
a king; to have Him sup with me makes 
Him dine with a pauper. God works with 
man: our relation must be mutual. 

‘‘Tihere is a world of difference between 
owning a thing and possessing it. The 
queen of England owns everything in Eng- 
lad with a red thread in it. Christ owns 
everything tinged with His blood. Do-noth- 
ing Christians make one tired.

Acquisition Charging Him with As- 
sault Sworn Out Yesterday. 


PERCY PARSONS PROSECUTOR 


He and Mr. Barnett Had a Difficulty 
at the Hotel Majestic Yester- 
day Afternoon. 


Through his ettorney, George Glenon, Per- 
cy Parsons, of London, England, swore 
out a warrant for Sam T. Barnett, presi- 
dent of the Majestic Hotel Company, charg- 
ing him with assault and battery. 

Behind this proceeding is a sensational 
story—two stories, in fact, 
told by Mr. Barnett and his cousin, W. 8. 
Barnett, and Mr. Parsons and his wife 
are radically different. 
culminated in Mr. Parson’s resarting to 
legal measures shawed Mr. Bornett brand- 
ishing a huge meat chopper and angrily 
ordering Mr. Parsons out of the hotel. Both 
gentdemen describe this part of the affair 
in practically the same words. It is he 
causes which led up to this act that their 
stories differ in . 

Mr. Parsons is a native of London, Eng- 
land, and is, according to a statement made 
to a Constitution reporter, a literary man 
touring the -south in search &f material 
for a forthcoming book on this country. 
Accordingly his wife, he arrived in 
city yesterday morning from .New York 
City. The couple went at once to 
Kimball, and after a short conversation 
with Manager Scoville regarding rates, en- 
gaged rooms, Mr. Parsons stating at 
time that he intended remaining in the city 
for some six months. 

Later in the day, Mr. and Mrs. Parsons, 
decided to examine other hotels they went 
to the Majestic. It was here that the dif- 
fiiculty occurred. 

Mr. Parson’s Version of the Affair. 

‘“T made inquiries of the clerk of the Ma- 
jestic for rates,” said Mr, Parsons, “and 
received a reply which was somewhat con- 
fusing—I could'nt understnad whether he 
was quoting me rates by the week or 
month. Finally he told me he would call 
‘Mr. Barnett, and Mrs. Parsons and myself 
were shown to the parlor. Presently Mr. 
Barnett came in. He saluted me in a 
brusque manner and asked me what I 
wanted. Some inquiries concerning my 
nativity followed and then I explained to 
Mr. Barnett that my mission was to inquitte 
for rooms. I remarked to Mr. Barnett 
that he had a very nice hotel. He did not 
reply. | Thinking that he did not hear me, 
I repeated the remark. Still he did not 
reply. I told him if he was not more af- 
fable I did not care to see his rooms. 

“At those remarks he seemed to fly into 
a perfect rage and exclaimed: 

“Get out of my house! 
once!’’’ } 

“Tl walked to the cigaft.counter and again 
he repeated his demand. Then he rushed 
behind the counter and reached for some- 
thing. In a secong I was surpprised to 
see him brandishing a huge meat chopper 
in his left hand. Before I knew what 
had happened he had struck me with the 
flat side of it on my right arm. I told him 
that I would see him later, I then walked 
out of the hotel and consulted a lawyer 
with the result you know of.” 

Mrs. Parsons, who was in the room du- 
ring the time of this recital, substantiated 
her husband's story. 

Sam Barnett was seen at theMajestic last 
night. At first he was disinclined to talk. 
Finally he said: 

‘‘TRis man Parsons was very insulting in 
his manner and I ordered him out of the 
hotel. He refused to go and I tapped 
him with the flat side of a meat knife to 
see if he would fight. That was my sole 
purpose in hitting him. f could'nt under- 
stand his actions. The blow I struck him 
was only a slight tap and really amounted 
to nothing.’’ 

Mr. Barnett was asked concerning the 
nature of Mr. Parsons remarks, but he re- 
fused to go into details. 

“T had rather not discuss the matter at 
all,” he said, ‘“‘the subject is very distaste- 
ful to me.” 

Mr. Parsons is at present stopping at 
the Kimball. He intimates that a suit 
for damages may follow.

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Reflections on the Weather. 

Last Sunday we made a few remarks 
about spring, and something was also 
said about summer. Mention was made 
of violets and mockingbirds and other 
things that now seem to belong to a re- 
mote past. Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday of last week belong to a period as 
far back as ten years ago. Then the 
mercury stood at 80 degrees, now it is 
at 12 degrees, and any reasonable man 
will tell you that 68 degrees embody a 
decade of years. 

However, having made some loose 
remarks last Sunday in regard to winter, 
We shall today make some serious ones 
about winter. In the first place, it is 
to be noted that a prosperous season 
for the farmers always follows a winter 
of extraordinary severity in this section. 
The snows that fall not only mellow 
the soil, but deposit there a most potent 
fertilizer, and if the first is destructive 
to fruit, it also destroys the larvae of 
the various insects that prey upon farm 
and garden. The farmers always make 
good crops the season following a hard 


- winter. 


But the most important result of a 

really hard winter is the fact that it de- 
etroys the germs of the yellow plague. 
For two or three’years now this plague 
has sprung up on the gulf coast, and 
has caused incalculable loss to all inter- 
It has thrown obstacles in the 
way of trade and commerce and has in- 
flicted upon communities all the evils 
that accompany and follow the total 
paralysis of business. 
This year, it seems as if providence 
had determined to put an end to the 
infliction at least for a time. From Gal- 
veston to Norfolk the whole gulf and 
south Atlantic coast has been visited 
by blizzard temperature, and it is abso- 
lutely certain that the germs of the 
plague have been destroyed. Conse- 
quently, there will be no yellow fever 
on the southern coast this year unless 
it is imported from Cuba; and here 
again we see the hand of providence, 
for the infected ports of that island are 
now in the hands of Americans, and 
if it is possible for sanitation to destroy 
the plague, there will be no threat in 
Cuba hereafter. 

Before the declaration of war with 
Spain, The Constitution declared that 
such a war would be worth all that it 
might cost and more, if it resulted in 
giving expert sanitarians an opportunity 
to destroy the yellow plague in its 
breeding grounds. That result has fol- 
lowed the war; Havana and all the 
ports from which infection might come 

are in the hands of the -Americans; and 
the safety of our own troops requires 
that extraordinary measures should be 
taken to cleanout, and clear out, and 
destroy every element that might lead to 
the propagation of the plague. That this 
will be done is certain. It may be 
that the disease, which is indigenous to 
Cuba, will appear there in spite of every 
precaution; but it seems certain that it 
can beso far controlled as to prevent its 
importation to this country. 

This will save to the south and to 
the whole country millions of dollars 
represented by the paralysis of trade 
and business, and the practically useless 
efforts to stamp out the disease after 
it has once made its appearance. There- 
fore, although the extraordinary cold 
spells we have experiented this winter 
cause temporary inconvenience and even 
suffering in some instances, they are 
blessings in disguise, for one freeze 
will do more to destroy the germs of 
yellow fever and other diseases than all 
the means that man can devise. 


With these considerations in mind, 


the winds of the blizzard lose something 
of their dreadful aspect. Their bitter- 
ness is medicinal, and though We may 
_make a wry face over it, we know there 
We behold, as the re- 

sult of it, good crops for the farmers, 
better health for all the people, and 
the uninterrupted progress of trade and 
business; and, in the aggregate, these 
things mean a great deal for the whole 
country, :

Bailey, starting out with many of the 
same personal characteristics, the trend 
is constructive—to build up the natural 
underlying principles of his party. If his 
personality, as thus far developed, is 
so maintained to the end, his name will 
rank with those of such men as Henry 
Clay and Daniel Webster. | 
Hence, it can made but little differ- 
ence what official rank Mr. Bailey may 
have in the house of representatives. The 
rank which he carries, and by which he 
will be distinguished, will be that con- 
ferred upon him by the popular estima- 
tion. “When Joe Bailey speaks” will 
always be a great occasion, regardless of 
the other corollaries of public discussion. 
The promptness and the vigor ‘with 
which he has cast aside the congres- 
sional leadership presents that daring 
spirit of independence which always 
catches popular admiration, while he 
cannot speak, even from the back row of 
seats, without the acknowledgment that 
it is the man of the hour who is speak- 
ing. 

Joe Bailey wil] remain a democratic 
leader, stamped with the impress of 
natural selection. The possibilities of 
that leadership are locked up in the 
womb of the future, and it would be a 
‘bold prophet who would undertake to 
limit them.

The fact that Ambassador Choate has 
slept overnight in Windsor castle has 
been duly set forth by the press dis- 
patches. 

The honor of an invitation to Wind- 
sor is one which Englishmen regard as

The visitor is met 
by an equerry, and rides to the castle 
in a royal carriage. Assigned to his 
room, he ig at liberty to rummage about 
for the relics left by the last visitor.

There should 
be a disposition, in accepting the gift 
of Mr. Carnegie, to surround it with the 
best possible conditions. One point 
which should be settled at once and for- 
ever should be its entire divorce from 
and freedom of politics.

cy of an over-night meeting of the city 
council.

Our Programme According to Rhodes. 
Cecil Rhodes, the English jingo, has 
cut out a very large programme for the 
United States. He says that we must 
get out into the world and take up our 
share of the business of governing alien 
nations. We must absorb other coun- 
tries and give them good government; 
We must engage in what Mr. MeKinley 
calls “criminal aggression,” not be- 
cause it is right, but because we have 
it in our blood. Already, he says, we 
are taking to it as infants do to their 
mother’s milk, and this certainly seems 
to be the prospect, if we are to believe 
some of the expansionist newspapers. 

Mr. Rhodes is very certain that we 
are not going to release Cuba, though 
we are pledged to that course. On 
the contrary, we are going to hold on 
like grim death to everything we have 
wrested from Spain. But even that is 
not the end, according to Mr. Rhodes. 
There are no more islands of the sea for 
us to rake in and give “good govern- 
ment” to; all the rest are pre-empted. 
Still, Mr. McKinley’s “criminal aggres- 
sion” is to go on at a rapid gait. 

If the programme mapped out by Mr. 
Rhodes is to be followed, we shall be- 
gin with Mexico, and go on to Central 
America, and then move southward un- 
til we have absorbed all those states and

rub. If we once go into the business of 
seizing other countries for the sake of 
giving them “good government,” we 
are ‘not likely to take the word of Mr.

Mexico and Central and South Amer- 
ican states cal] themselves republics. If 
we are to absorb these for the purpose 
of giving them “good government,’ what 
-will be our attitude toward Canada, 
which is under a monarchial form of 
government? As to Mexico—well, the 
prospect now is\that our expansion ap- 
petite, based as\it is on the almighty 
dollar, will begin: with Central America 
first so as to take in the isthmus and 
thus make sure of the canal and all 
control of it. Canada may come iast, 
may be our last bite of the world’s 
cherry, but come it will, for the appetite 


be satiated as long as Canada leans so 
temptingly toward us. 

We have suggested that Canada would 
come last, but, really, that is a mere 
suggestion, and a very hasty one. The 
expansionists may carry out very literal- 
ly the belief that we are living under 
“the best government the world ever 
saw,” and proceed to extend its domin- 
ion to Australasia. And then there is 
poor Ireland that stands sadly in need of 
good government, and so on and so 
forth to the end of the chapter until] des- 
tiny and the almighty dollar have car- 
ried us around the world and all over it. 

It is already announced from Peking 
that the United States are to have a slice 
of China. It is cautiously stated that 
‘there are indications that America is 
likely to prefer the province of Chi-Li. 
If this is true, it shows that all ideas 
of “criminal aggression” have been put 
on the shelf for good, and that we are 
preparing to set the other looters an ex- 
ample by seizing the richest province in 
the celestial empire. Peking, the capital, 
is in the province of Chi-Li, and the 
province has a population of 18,000,000. 
As Italy has recently made ‘a landing 
on the coast of China and staked out her 
claim, the partition of China seems to 
be almost an faccomplished fact. 

If Mr. Rhoiles gets our expansion 
blood stirred up, he will be astonished 
at the result.

Under these conditions, Rudyard Kip- 
ling is an author singularly to be con-., 
gratulated. If there were any doubt of 
his broad popularity up to the present 
time, it must have been effectually dis- 
sipated by the universal anxiety which 
has prevailed over his critical illness 
and the countless telegrams and letters 
of inquiry and sympathy which have 
evidenced this popularity beyond a 
doubt. These events form proof con- 
clusive that whatever estimate of his 
work the critics have given or may hand 
down, tlie vast and all-comprehensive 
public, which is, after all, the last court 
of appeals in literature as well as every- 
thing else, has elevated him’ to a place 
in their Walhalla along with the famed 
men of modern days. . 

And it is doubtful if any man can ex- 
perience a more healthful or lasting 
enjoyment than that which the gener- 
al concession of his fame will bring Mr. 
Kipling. He can no longer question 
the fact that the children of his brain 
have entered into myriad homes, have 
encountered men, women and children 
of all classes and conditions, and brought 
a light and happiness into their ex- 
istence which marks the reading of his 
first book as a red letter occasion. How 
deep and profound a pleasure it must be 
to him to enumerate all of the tired 
minds and dispairing. hearts which he 
has cheered into new life, or the hope- 
less to whom his words have brought 
a word of sympathy and encouragement, 
All unknowingly to himself, but none 
the less effectually, he has entwined his 
eccentric personality within the exist- 
ence of many with whom he will never 
be able to meet or converse. He is to 
be deemed unusually fortunate as one 
who presides as silent. king. over a 
charmed circle, but whose individuality 
and influence is just as real as though 
he occupied a real throne and a bona 
fide palace, 

This, then, is one of the rewards of 
literature. Perhaps it should be called 
the greatest, and is thus termed by 
those whose work has a motive of un- 
selfishness and whose love of art is for 
art’s sake. 
reaches such heights as these, but the. 
pleasure in moving around in such a 
pure and rarefied atmosphere should 
more than compensate for the uncer- 
tainties and dangers of the pathway.

| LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Director Reiding and the Corn Crop. 
Editor Constitution—In your issue of yes- 

terday you make the following quotation 

from bulletin No. 43 (cotton culture) just 

— by the Georgia experimental sta- 
on: 

“Wihile it is true that too large an area— 
in the aggregate—is annually devoted to 
cotton by the southern farmers, it is equal- 
ly true that too !arge an area has been 
devoted to corn—in the ate. The fail- 
ure of an individual farmer to secure a sat- 
isfactory profit from his cotton crop may be 
attributed to two causes, viz: (1) the low 
market price, and ,2) the too high cost of 
production. The first cause, the too low 
market price, the farmers cannot control; 
the second cause, the too high cost of pro- 
duction, the farmers may reasonably con- 
trol. It is, therefore, the true policy to work 
to. reduce the cost of production.” 

You then comment as follows: 

*** We are not quite sure that we un- 
derstand Colonel Redding when he says 
that too large an area has been given to 
corn. An Atlanta merchant, for instance, 
has just given one of the railroads cen- 
tering here an order for the importation 
from. the west of 100 carloads of corn. It 
might not.pay the Georgia farmer to raise 
that cern to sell in the general markets

“The true palicy for every farmer this 
March morning is, by hook or crook, to 
so direct his work that he need come to 
town for nothing in the shape of food 
this fall. Bach farmer, from his own 
Surroundings, must mature his own plan. 
»ut all plans should point to the one 
purposée—the wiping out of the adverse hal- 
ance of trade which stands against Geor- 
a 


. I did not mean, nor did I say, that the 
farmers produce too much corn; but simply 
that ‘“‘too large an area has been devoted 
to corn.’”’ The argument was against the 
“extensive” plan and in favor of the “in- 
tensive’ plan. Your quotation stopped in 
the middle of a paragraph. Let us have 
the remainder of that paragraph, which is 
as follows: 

“To do this, as a rule, will require a large 
reduction of area, the selection of the best 
fields, or parts of fields, the selection of 
the best varieties of cotton, the use of the 
best labor-saving implements, the liberal 
uSe of properly balanced fertilizers and 
manures, and the adoption, in detail, of 
the best methods of culture.’’ 

And then follow the next three para- 
graphs, which should all be read in close 
connection as they appear in the bulletin: 

*‘By these means, a ‘farmer may not make 
S80 many bales of cotton as he has usually 
in fact, he certainly will not, but 
the smaller number will have been produced 
at a less cost per pound. If a farmer has 
been planting ninety acres of cotton to get 
thirty bales, and finds that these thirty 
bales have cost him 6 cepts a pound, it 
would certainly be bettef to reduce his 
area to fifteen acres and his output to 
ten bales, if by so doing he can produce 
these ten bales at a cost of 3% or 4 cents 
per pound. In the first case there is much 
work and worry without any profits; while 
in the second case there is not so much 
work and worry, and less than ene-third- 
as many bales; and there is some profit in 
the latter course. 

“The very same principle applies to 
every kind of crop. It is certainly not 
sound policy to expend $5 per acre in 
preparing, planting, cultivating and harvest- 
ing a crop of eight or ten bushels of corn. 

“The true policy is to concentrate labor, 
fertilizers. and skill. on smaller areas of 
better soil, for such crops as require the 
more expensive cultivation and devote a 
larger area to small grain (especially oats 
an@ rye), cowpeas, pasture, etc.—crops 
which cost little labor and are essentially 
improvers of the soil.”’ 

Note particularly the last paragraph 
above quoted, which is a summing up, or 
re-statement of the policy advocated. While 
I did not in the quotation you commented 
have reference to the quantity of corn, I 
do not hesitate to say the farmers rely 
too much on Indian corn as a food crop 
and do not properly appreciate the possi- 
bilities of other provision crops, such as 
oats, rye, cowpeas and cowpea hay, sor- 
ghum, sweet potatoes, peanuts, etc. 

In the article on ‘‘Rotation,’’ which imme- 
diately proceeds the, article from which you 
quoted, and the article on ‘‘Manures and 
Fertilizers,’’ which immediately follows, be 
read -in connection as they appear in the 
bulletin, you will see that the burden of 
the conbination was against the prevalent 
extensive plan, under which tens of thous- 
ands—yea, hundreds of thousands—of acres 
of poor land are annually cultivated in the 
south for the meager return of three, four 
or five bushels per acre. You will see in 
the article on “Rotation of Crops” that 
under the general plan suggested at least 
two-thirds of the area of the farms in the 
cotton region would be devoted to provision 
crops. One third, in cotton, one-third in 
corn and peas, one-thir@ in oats (and other 
small grain). This refers to the main field 
crops and does not include the minor crops, 
which are supposed to occupy an aggregate 
area in themselves equal to the area in 
either of the main divisions. Therefore, to 
consider the entire available average of a 
farm the system suggests the fpllowing di- 
visions: Cotton, one-fourth; corn and peas, 
one-fourth; small grain and peas one-fourth; 
minor crops, including domestic orchards, 
soiling crops, potatoes, ete., one-fourth. 

But I am perfectly willing for every farm- 
er to take what is said in bulletin 43 and in 
bulletin 41, each as a whole, without further 
note or comment, R. J. REDDING.

BAILEY PREFERS PARTY HARMONY 


By Jos: Ohl. : 

Washington, March 7.—(Cpecial.)}—Joe 
Bailey has given his enemies the chance to 
misrepresent, criticise and ridicule him, and 
they are doing it with vigor. They have 
never been at all backward in doing this 
from the date of Bailey’s first aspirations 
to the leadership, and it ig no exagg2ration 
to say that they are glorying in this last 
opportunity. His motives in declaring that 
he will not accept the minority leagership 
in the new congress are being distorted; 
there is a chorus of glad cries over what 
these people .choose to call Bailey's ‘“‘de- 
feat; the Texan is being Nberally car- 
tooned -and lampooned, and there is appa- 
rently nothing too severe for these people 
to say of him. 

The most popular of all the cries raised 
by the opposition is that the vote agz«'nst 
the consideration of the resolution declar- 
ing vacant the seats of General Wheeler 
and his colleagues was a defeat of Baliey, 
and that his announcement was due to 
personal pique over such defeat. 

The critics decline to consider Mr. 
Bailey’s statement of the reasons for 
his-action ,or considering they per- 
sist in misconstruing it. 

Perhaps this is natural, vor a!'l things 
seem to be fair in politics, and certainly 
the virulence of these attacks on Bailey 
can create no surprise, coming, 18 they dc— 
fot the most part—from the same crowd of 
opponents and of newspapers that have all 
the time been against him. But :f there is 
anything which Joe Bailey possesses be- 
yond all others, it igs the courage of his 
convictions, and even his enemies ought to 
give him credit for gincerity and honesty 
in his statement of the reasons that impell 
him to state that he will not accept the 
leadership of the minority in the new con- 
gress. 

Bailey does not put it exactly that way. 
He say that he “will not be a candidate.” 
It is certainly true, however, that in this 
case the one_means the other, for if a 
candidate, 6r whether an active candidate 
or not, Bailey were to say he would ac- 
cept t minority leadership it would be 
tendered<to him. With all their taik of 
other candidates and ali their bluster about 
opposition to Bailey, a fair estimace of the 
strength of his opponents would give them 
a total of sixty votes out of one hundred 
and sixty—in round numbers—democrats in 
the new congress. All talk that Bailey 
‘saw defeat impénding’”’ or unything of the 
sort is rot, and nothing more. 

A Personal Sacrifice. 

In announcing that he would not be a 
candidate, * therefore, Bailey does make 
what is a practical sacrifice—always pre- 
suming that the leadership is an honor, 
which it is generally regarded. 

Now as to the motives impelling this ac- 
tion, Mr. Bailey stated such as he could 
properly. But his action was due to more 
than this one disagreement on what is 
known as the Wheeler case, even with that 
involving, as it did in his eyes, the question

; Cannot Temporize. 

Now, there is no doubt of Bailey’s abil- 
ity or strength. But there is alco no doubt 
that the jealousy rankling in the breasts 
of his opponents would be allowed to keep 
on rankling for he is not a politician who 
can temporize with those who want to 
fight him. He tights back. He does not 
possess that kind of fineness which makes 
it possible to Smoothe things over with 
hig enemies. He sees the political danger 
in a continuance of these petty wranglings 
and is resolved thgt he will be in no sense 
responsible for their continuance. In ef- 
fect he says to those who have been 
fighting him: : 

Your fight on me has been personal. 

I would enjoy nothing better in the world 
hg to fight you back every hour in 
the day and every day in the year, if 
you could survive that lang, for I. am 
perfectly confident of my ability to wipe 
up the floor with you in the future, 
as 1 have in the past, But there is 
something more important to our party 
than these clashes an@ conflicts, and T 
am not going to allow myself to remain 
in @ position where it can be said of 
me that my presente there contributes 
in any way toward making such a 
condition of affairs pogsible. However 
important these differences may at 
times appear to use here in Washington, 
they are of small importance in the 
eyes of the country and the effect of this 
strife viewed in _any light can only be 
harmful to the party. You have been 
making those fights because of your 
animosity toward me. Now I eliminate 
myself from the leadership and you 
will have no possible excuse for kKeep- 
ing: this thing up, no matter who may 
be chosen as your caucus nominee for 
speaker.

That is the spirit that animates Bailey 
in his resolve. The words are not his, 
but they state tn effect his position. He 
takes that position squarely and honestly 
as he does everything squarely and honest- 
ly. He has never resorted to small thires 
and this declaration that he will not be at 
candidate for the leadership of the next 
house shows nis desire to subordinate his 
personal ambition to the goed of his party. 

Everybody is discussing the probable -ef- 
fects of this step. First as to tie 
tion of a leader and then as to the effect 
upon Bailey. Each of the three candidates 
for leadership honors has a good follow- 
ing, but the majority: of the democrats of 
the new congress have not pledged them- 
selves to any of the three and they do 
not seem inclined to do it in a hurry. Some 
men talk freely of making Bailey resume 
the leadership, as he is undoubtedly the 
ablest man on the democratic side, but 
any effort of this kind will prove futil. 
Under no circumstances would he accept 
the place. There may in the end be a 
dark horse selection; indeed, almost any- 
thing is possible except that Bailey would 
consent.

The bid of the Lester company was the 
lowest; that of the Thackary next to the 
lowest. The bids were referred to a sub- 
committee consisting of President Miller, 
Drs. Bengon and Jarnagin. This commit- 
tee reported yesterday to the effect that 
after carefully considering the bids, it 
was not deemed wise to accept any of them. 
No special reason for such action“was 
given in the report, but it is said the com- 
mitteemen were not satisfied with the Les- 
ter work and hoped by securing cther tids 
to bring the prices lower and have the 
work done by another company. 

Matter Discussed at Length. 

There was considerable discuagsion over 
the committee's report at the board meet- 
ing. Messrs. Smith, Pope and Mayor Wvod- 
ward thought the bid of the Lester com- 
pany ehould be accepted. Messrs. Mitier, 
Jarnagin and Jones opposed it. 

Dr. Jarnagin took the position that as the 
matter was one of great importance no 
unnecessary haste should be used in its 
disposition. He stated he was not satisfied 
that the Lester plant could do the work 
properly and thought other bids should be 
advertised for, ‘ 

Dr. Jones took practically the same posi- 
tion.

terday. The decision orders the Atlanta

dated $1,556.75 ‘‘for taking the right to con- 
nect with and use the property sought to 
be condemned.” : 

The Atlanta Railway Company must pay 
for the construction and one-

ments. 

The Atlanta aRilway Cpmoany must fast- 
en the span wires of its trolley to the 
trolley of the Consolidated and must pay 
to the Consolidated $50 for the taking of 
such wires, and the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany must pay one-half of the cost of 
maintenance of the poles, span and guy 
wires. 

The decision finds as:consequential dam- 
ages for the use the sum of $1,344.90, to be 
paid to the Consolidated. 

The finding will undoubtedly be appealed 
to the superior court by the attorneys for 
the Consolidated, though Colonel Goodwin 


refused to ‘be so quoted. 

The amount given by the appraisers is 
considered too small, Ten days is allowed 
either side to appeal the case. It can be 
taken to the superior court and there eith- 
ed confirmed or altered. In the meantime, 
if the Atlanta Railway Company tenders 
the money to the Consolidated the appeal 
will not act as a supersedeas to stop any 
work being done by the Atlanta Railway 


Company. 

The decision of the court is short. It 
recites the facts leading up to the pro- 
ceedings and the manner in which the 
hearing was conducted.

sum of one thousand five hun red and 
fifty-six and 75-100 ($1,756.75) dolars, and 
shall put in-the said special work at 
Broad, Forsyth and Thompson (now 
known as Madison avenue) streets, and 
without interference with present sched- 
ules of Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company, out of first class 
modern material and construction, and 
the said Atlanta Railway Company 
shall keep the said special work in re- 
pair at its own expense, in the same 
way that crossings are put in and main- 
tained; and that the said Atlanta Rail-

for Head ef Police Department. 
WHAT HE SAYS OF IT 


It Is Said That Members of Police 
Board Have Been Approached. 


RUMORS HAVE BEEN RIFE SEVERAL DAYS 


Matter Is Causing Much Talk—New 
_ Police Board To Organize Next 
22 8 Monday. 


Major William J. Kendrick, at present 
a member of the board of police commis- 
sioners, is rumored to be a candidate for 
chief of police or the superintendent of po- 


‘lice if the change of office is made by the 


city council. 


It seems to be pretty well conceded that { 


‘the major’s friends are urging him for 
the position, and, in fact, it is stated on 


what appears to be reliable information 


that a number of his friends have ap- 
proached some of the other police com- 
missioners about the matter. 

For several days there has been a Tu- 
mor rife in the. city to the effect that 
Major Kendrick would resign from the po- 
lice board and that this was contem- 
plated for the purpose of allowing his 
name to be used as @ candidate for chief 


of police. 
Major Kendrick, when asked about the 


- matter last night, said he did not care to 


make any statement at present, as he did 
not feel justified in discussing the reorgan- 
ization of the police force. He stated, how- 
ever, that he did not intend to resign from 
the board. 

It is believed by his friends that the ma- 
jor can get three votes from the board 
as it now stands, and th? man who would 
take his place, if he resigned, would also 


‘probably vote for him. 


Chief Manly's friends, nevertheless, are 
confident of his re-election, and say that 
he has only served an unexpired term and 
is entitled to a full term. 

The question of going outside of the 
force for a chief is being discussed and 
some think the plan unwise, while others 
think it might be beneficial. 

Major Kendrick was seen last night by 
a reporter of The Constitution, and he 
was asked if there was any truth in the 
report that he was a caadidate or might 
be-a candidate for the chief's place. He 
replied: 

“IT do not care to discuss the reorganiza- 
tion of the police department.” 

“Then you neither deny mor confirm the 
report?” te was asked. 

“J cannot talk about it at all,”’ he said, 
‘for it is not right that I should just 
now.”’ 

‘‘Do you intend to resign from the board?’’ 
he was asked. And his reply was: 

“T will not resign from the board.” 

There seems to b@ but little doubt as to 
other members of the board having been 
approached about the candidacy of the 
major, and those who are said to be taking 
part in the canvass are among the most 
prominent citizens of AtlInta. 

The election of Major Kendrick as chief 
of police or @uperintendent of police might 
cause a revolution in the reorganization of 
the entire force and would probably make 
some difference in the selection of captains 
and sergeants. 

The new board of police commissioners 
will be organized next Monday afternoon 
and it is about conceded that W. H. Pat- 
terson will be chosen chairman. 

The outcome of the stir about the prob- 
able candidacy of Major Kendrick will be 
watched with interest during the ensuing 
week, and matters may be definitely set- 
tled before the meeting of the police board 
next Monday. 


$130,000 BID FOR THE SWAMP 


Joel Hurt, Receiver of Suwanee Canal 
Company, Sells Property. 


WAS BOUGHT BY POPE BROWN 


He Bought It as Trustee for the Heirs 
of the Late Henry Jackson. 
Property Is Valuable. 


The property of the Suwanee Cana] Com- 
pany was sold yesterday at noon before the 
door of the county courthouse by Joel Hurt, 
receiver. Pope Barrow, of Savannah, trus- 
tee for the Jackson heirs, was the only 

‘bidder, and only one bid was made. It 
was $130,900. 

Tie assets of the company include 258,250 
acres of land, twenty miles of railroad run- 
ning from Camp Cornelia to Bull Head 
Bluff, a locomotive and several cars. There 
is also a saw mill and a quantity of ma- 
chinery on the property, which is located 
in Camden, Clinch, Pierce, Ware and 
Charlton counties. 

The sale was conducted by an order of 
the court, signed by Judge John 8S. Candler, 
in the case of Marion M. Jackson, adminis- 
trator of the estate of Henry M. Jackson, 
against the Suwanee Canal Company. 

The heirs under the will of the late Henry 
Jackson are Mrs, Sallie Cobb Jackson, Mrs. 
Cornelia Jackson, Miss Callie Cobb Jackson, 
Mrs, Cornelia Jackson, Miss Florence Jack- 
son, Mr. Marion M. Jackson and Mr. Howell 
Cc. Jackson. 

Two months ago.an order was issued by 
Judge Candler directing the sale of the 
property on the first Tuesday of March, and

nal Company, acted as auctioneer yester- 
day morning. 

Mr. Hurt spent little time in disposing of 
the property.

owing to the prompt action taken by Gov- 
ernor Candler to protect the gg and 
rty of the people of Lytle, Ga. 
Tor i first time yesterday morning Gdv- 
ernor Candler relaxed his vigilance in his 
determination to see that no riot took 
place at Chickamauga and formally dis- 
missed the 200 men who were chosen from 
the companies of the city to be ready to 
leave for the scene in Walker county at 
an hour’s notice. 

The large majority of the troops were 
disappointed at not being able to go to 
Lytle, but the governor felt that when 
company K, of the Sixteenth infantry, ar- 
rived on the scene in response to his tele- 
gram to the president that they were fully 
able to master tine situation without the 
assistance of the Georgia troops. 

In order to have placed the 200 men in 
Lytle and furnished them with supplies 
for two or three days it would have cost 
the state something like $2,000, and this 
expense Governor Candler determined to 


: 


avoid, provided the protection desired for 
the people of Lytle could be furnished at 
the same time. 

The reports received from Lytle yesterday 
indicated .hat the situation was very quiet, 
and that the work of mustering out the 
immunes was going forward without delay 
and would probably be completed’ today or 
temorrew. ‘Ine telegram from Judge Hen- 
ry, of the Rome circuit, last week asking 
‘f 200 men could be sent to the scene on 
short notice was not the first intimation 
of impending trouble that had reachel the 
capitol. 

It was generally known that the immunes 
of the Eighth regiment had for some rea- 
son taken a dislike to the little town of 
Lytle, and for tine past few weeks It nas 
been common talk in Walker county that 
the negroes would make an attempt when 
mustered out to burn and loot the village. 
It is probable that so much attention 
would not have been given to the matter 
by Governor Candler had he not known 
that the negroes patronized the illicit dis- 
tilleries in the neighborhood, which abound 
in numbers, and becoming unmanageable 
near the end of their service, might seek 
to make good the wild threats they. had 
been known to make against the people of 


Lytle. 


The fight that is being made by the trus- 
tees of Lucy Cobb institute at Athens 
against the payment of state and county 
taxes promises to be vigorously waged 
on the part of the friends of the scioois. 
The last step taken in the case Was an 
application made before Judge Kusseil, cf 
the western circuit by the trustees of the 
school against the tax collector of Clarke 
county to prevent his*collecting the large 
amount of taxes which are claimed to be 
due to the state and county by the school. 

The application for injunction will be 
argued before Judge Russell April 4th. 

The case is of great interest to property 
owners in the state for the reason that it 
brings before the court for adjudication the 
question as to what educational property 
is subject to taxation and what iis nof, 

The present fight against taxes by the 
trustees of Lucy Cobb grew out of the deci- 
sion of the supreme court in the case of 
the Gainesville seminary, which, the court 
held, was subject to taxation. 

In the case of the Lucy Cobb institute the 
officials are of the opinion that the school 
is subject to taxation for the reason that 
the trustees lease the property of the 
school to the. principal for 10 per cent of 
the gross receipts from the boarding depart- 
ment, which she is to apply to repairs on 
the buildings, renewal of furniture and 
keeping the property insured. The ques- 
tion of whether such property is subject 
to taxes ig governed by the uses the pro- 
ceeds from the school is put to. In the 
case of Lucy. Cobb institute the trustees 
are confident that the school is not subject 
to taxes and intend to carry the matter to 
the court of last resort, 


John M. Hines, tax collector of Lee coun-’ 


ty, one of the best known citizens in the 
southern part of the state, reached the city 
yesterday and spent some time with his 
friends at the state capitol. Mr. Hines 
has an interesting story to tell of the re- 
cent lynching in Lee county, in which 
three negroes accused of crime were taken 
out by a mob of white men, numbering 
over a hundred, and riddled with bullets, 
after having been swung to a tree. Mr. 
Hines declares the sight to have been the 
most weird and awful it had ever been his 
misfortune to see. He recognized none of 
the men in the large party and believes 
they came into Lee county from some of 
the adjoining’ districts to perpetrate the 
foul deed. He followed the men to see 
what they were up to and watched them 
from the time they burst in the new jail 
of the county and dragged the prisoners out 
until the unfortunate victims had been left 
hanging in the night to an oak tree. He 


' 


was unable to offer objection in the face 
of such a large and angry mob and. was 
warned by the members of the party not to 
breathe a word of what he had seen. Mr. 
Hines states that after the victims were 
swung to the tree a fusilade was opened 
on them by the men, and that over 500 shots 
were fired into the three corpses. It was a 
sight that he does not care to see again. 


An anonymous letter, rich in gramatical 
mistakes and heavy with secrets that are 
not divulged, has been rceived by Governor 
Candler from a party in Clay county. 

The writer intimates strongly that he 
Knows who the murderers of Alfred Boyn- 
ton and his wife are, both of whom were 
killed on the night of February Ist, in their 
cottage in Clay county presumably by a 
party of whitecaps. 

In response to the wish of the people of 
the county Governor Candler offered a 
large reward for the apprehension cf the 
murderers or any one of them, and the 
county officials have been working assidu- 
ously to locate the parties. In the last few 
days three white men have been arretsed on 
suspicion, and the sheriff of Clay county 
at last believes that he has the parties 

‘who are responsible for the henious crime. 

The writer of the anonymous letter con- 
fides to the governor that the sheriff of 
Clay county is on the wrong track, and 
avers, that he arrested the three men now 
held for the crime for the reason that he 
cherished hatred against them. The real 
perpetrators of the outrage are still at 
large, says the letter, and if the three 
friends of the writer are set at liberty, 
the writer wil] then undertake to see that 
the ends of justice are accomplished. 

Thé anonymous letter, besides being a 
curious composition that entitles it to a 
place of prominence in the archives of the 
state, might also be read with interest by 
the prosecuting attorney of Clay county, 
and might afterwards be recognized as the 
principal feature of the evidence against the 
three men now under the surveillance of 
the law. Whatever degree of innocence or 
guilt attaches to the three supsects, it 
would have been better for them on princi- 
ple, before going to jail, to have made it 
impossible for ‘the mutual friend on the 
outisde to communicate with the governor 
in their behalf. 


Another owner of visionary land in Geor- 
gia has been discovered in a party in New 
York city who writes Secretary of State 
Cook that he holds title to 72,000 acres of ara- 
ble property in Montgomery county, and 
will in the near future come to Georgia for 
the express purpose of walking into his in- 
heritance. 

Up to the present time title has been 
presented off and on for something ‘over 
7,000,000 acres of land in this‘ county of 
Montgomery, while only a seventh of that 
amount actually lies in the county. 

It has been known for years that the 
fraudulent grants of land made in 1749 dur- 
ing the administration of Governor Mat- 
thews, did little credit to the record of that 
governors administration, but. the awful 
and apparently endless extent of the fraud 
has Only been begun to be realized within 
the last few years. 

Historians, however, have ceased to blame 
Governor Matthews for the trickery and 
highway robbery that characterized the 
conduct of public affairs during his term 
of office. His name was forged in every 
case to the fraudulent grants, it has been 
concluded, for his record in every light of 
history was of the most honorable and 
commendable character.

Mr, Hurt called for bids, and Mr. Barrow 
responded with one of $130,900. After dwell- 
ing on this amount for a short time, Mr. 
Hurt sold the property to Mr. Barrow for 
the Jackson heirs. 

The property thus sold includes the great- 
er portion of the great Okeefenokee swamp, 
covering several counties in the southwest- 
ern portion of the state. [t was purchased 
several years ago by the Suwanee Canal 
Company, in which Henry Jackson was a 
large owner. The affairs of the cormern 
became entangled and it was thought best 
by the stockholders to wind up the affairs 
of the company. 

It is possible that the company may yet 
be developed for some purpose as that 
intended by the original company, which 
was to build a canal through the length of 
the swamp, and thereby offer a means of 
transporteation as well as draining a great 
part of the now impenetrable forests. 
There is said to be immense quantities of 
valuable woods in the territory. _

EMETERIES, no matter how histor- ! 
( ic, how beautiful they are, or how | 
illustrious the dead over which the 
great monuments in them are erect- 


ed, have never attracted me, and if possi- 
ble I avoid visiting them. I have often 
wohdered at the stray couples of lovers who 
will, in search of secluded spots in which 
‘to Jook at each other” unmolested, stroll 
into the cold and grewsome pathways of a 
graveyard. To look behind me uneasily 
when visiting “cities of the dead” has al- 
ways been my impulse, and I must ac- 
knowledge that not even my desire to “‘see 
the sights’ would have induced me to 
visit Havana’s historic cemetery, the Cris- 
tobal Colon, had not the long drive to that 
place been one of the many attractions of 
the quaint old city. 


Driving through the narrow streets of the 
centra} portion of the city, I observed that 
as we neared the suburts th® streets grew 
wider, until finally in the center of them 
were avenues of ‘trees. that bending to- 
war@ each other made a luxurious canopy 
of foliage, under which played the children 
of the houses on either side. 

At certain distances fountains 
along this avenue, the spray Keeping fresh 
the bright colored flowers that mjght have 
wilted beneath the heat of the noonday 
sun.

ONLY RAILWAY AT MANILA 


| It Has Very Light Rails and Small 
Cars and Engines. 


RATES ARE QUITE REASONABLE 


But the Employees Get Small Salaries, 
$20 Per Month Being Above the 
Average for Conductors. 


Lieutenant Colonel Bayless, of the First 
Tennessee regiment, now at Manila, has 
written a jetter to his friend, W. H. Bruce, 
of Nashville, giving an interesting account 
of rafiroading in the Philippines. 

It appears that there is only one road and 
it extends from Manila to Dagupan, a 
small port near the center of the west 
coast. Colonel Bayless says that the road 
bed is very level and has no short curves 
and very few cuts. The track is three feet 
six inches gauge, Jaid with steel rails weigh- 
ing forty-five pounds per yard. The rolling 
stock is very light. The locomotives have 
about the speed and capacity of the dummy 
locomotives used in the United States. They 
weigh less than ten tons each and the cars 
are correspondingly light. All the stations 
are well constructed and are a credit to 
the road. 

Except the general manager and a few 
English overseers, the whole force employed 
are native Filfpinos working on salaries 
from $6 to $20 per month and $20 is above the 
average amount paid to clerks, telegraph 
operators, agents, conductors, engineers and 
mechanics. 

The rates are considerably lower than or- 
dinary rates for like distances in the United 
States. The great bulk of the freight is to- 
bacco, rice and sugar, building material and 
wood. At présent there are three freight 
and three passenger trains each way per 
day, only one carries mail. The passenger 
trains cover the 120 miles in eight ‘hours, 
and are composed of eight or ten coaches 
or carriages, as they are called here. Pas- 
senger rates are from 2 to 5 cents in gold 
per mile. . 

The cost of construction per mile for such 
@ line must be greater than for ordinary 
light roads as are usually built in the 
United States. But owing to the low price 
of reasonably efficfent labor, the running 
expenses are probably much below the cor- 
responding figures on @ line of similar con- 
struction at home. From the present appear- 
urce it does not seem likely that the Span-

INDUSTRIALS COMBINE. 


Formed at Pace Never Before Known 
in Hisory of Country. 
From The New York Commercial. 

It is doubtless a truism that in such ae 
market as we had last week, when the pub- 
lic was not buying, and the insiders were 
not strongly supporting stocks, the aver- 
age professional trader sees only one side 
to the market: the bear side. Now, these 
professional speculators contributed prob- 
ably more than one-half of last week’s bu- 
siness on the stock exchange. They allow- 
ed the reports of unprecedented prosperity 
in almost every industry to pass unheeded, 
and confined their attention to what ap- 
peared to them to contain the only unfa- 
vorable features of the situation; the craze 
for industdial ‘‘consolidation’ and tighter 
money. ‘That money should work some- 
what tighter at this time, and fdr the same 
reasons that obtain every year is naturel 
and to be expected, and nobody fears a 
greatly stringent money market. But the 
bank statement Saturday, showing a loss 
in- actual cash holdings of $4,697,600, an in- 
crease in loans of 9,032,800,.and a conse- 
quent decrease of $6,756,775 in surplus re- 
serve, was made the ‘basis. of attack on 
values, and there was a general disposition 
to connect the unfavorable showing made 
with the financing of some of the new com- 
binations. The expansior tn loans and the 
loss in cash holdings were attributed to the 
fact that many of the parties interested in 
the new “‘trusts’’ were called upon for cash 
to the amount of their subscriptions. While 
there is no desire to cause needless fears, it 
is undoubtedly true that the formation of 
the mew “‘combines’’ has proceeded at a 
pace never before known in the history of 
this country. No secret has been made of 
the incorporation of the new companies for 
of the amount of their capital stock, but all 
the gecent talk of discrimination by the 
banks and other lenders of money against 
the new industrial secureties mades Wall 
street read with special attention an article 
in Saturday’s Chronicle, showing that in 
the two months-of this year there have 
been definately formed new combinations 
having an authorized capital of $1,048,800- 
000 of stock, with $57,500,000 of bonds, mak- 
ing. $1,106,300,000. Last year the capitali- 
zation of such companies then formed was 
$916,000,000, making for the 14 months the 
almost incredible sum of $2,122,476,000. So 
far this year the.trust-forming craze has 
been at a rate which, if continued through 
1899, would mean more than six thousand 
millions of dotars for the 12 months, 
While there are many reasons why, from 
an economical standpoint, some of these 
combinations are not only wise, but even 
beneficial to the community at large, the 
chief objection to them at the present nio- 
ment is the insufficient Mfhformation in the 
possession of would-be investors, which 
hag led to much ominous shaking of heads 

d to numerous predictions of a stupen- 
douS) financial crash at no distant day. 
But this objection seemis scarcely to merit 
the apprehension with which it appears to 
be regarded in many circles. For, without 
necessarily championing the cause of 
trusts, it would seem that any man. who 
invests money in any enterprise or scheme 
concerning which he knows next to noth- 
ing, is scarcely worthy of pity. The old 
adage a'bout a fool and hig money doubtless 
holds as good today as it did a century 
ago, but only a veritable epidemic of folly

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Bartley Campbell's “beautiful southern 
idyl,” .““The ‘White Slave,” is too great a 
slander on the south, and too poor As a dra- 
matic production to be dignified with: a erit- 
icism. A few words of condemnation and 
warning to the public will suffice. Were it 
not, for the fact that the play maligns and 
slanders the ante-bellum south, {t would 


not be worthy of mention at all. . 


To begin with, the play is hdt true to life 
in the smallest degree. In the very first 
act we are presented with the picture of a 
young white gentieman placing his arm 
about the waist of a slave and, although 
She is in reality white, he, as do all the 
Other characters in the play, believe her to 
be an octoroon. Long before he discovers 
that she is white, we dre made to see that 
he is desperately in love with her. It is but 
a feeble effort that any playwright can 
make to justify this in southern eyes. 

One of the chief characters in the play is | 
a slave trader, and while they might have 
been as black in reality as Bartley Camp- 
bell has painted this one, it is an unpleas- 
ant and distasteful character to place be- 
fore a southern audience. And 60 on 
throughout the entire play the south is 


misrepresented. 

The old-time negroes, as painted by 
Campbell, are as absurd as they are un- 
real. In addition to these features, and 
only a small part of them have been men- 
tioned, the play is of @ variety that has 
long ago ceased to be popular as an amuse- 
ment. It is a melodrama of the sensational 
tank variety, and a very poor one even of 
that class.

W. A. War- 
nock, « member of The Minneapolis Journal 
business slof, 13 im charge of the excur- 
sion. 

This is the third excursion given by The 
Minneapolis Journal and all of them have 
been under the personal direction of Mr.

brethren, 

The meeting of the executive committee, 
it is understood, will be solely for the pur- 
pose of reorganization, and the issues that 
are likely to come before the next national 
convention will not be discussed or indorsed 
in at any way by the committee. 

Judge J. K. Hines, of this city, stated 
yesterday that in his opinion the first dis- 
cussion of principles to control the party 
at the next national election would not be 
indulged in until the meeting of the stalite 
convention, a year hence. 

A prominent member of the party said 
yesterday: ~ ‘ 

“There has been some talk in regard to 
the adoption of a one-plank platform that 
would unite our people with the union re- 
form party which has just been organized 
at Cincinnati. 

“Such talk, however, is idle just at ihis 
time, when there is practically little state 
organization and the time for the meeting 
of .the state convention is fully a year in 
the future. 

“I look for new principles in the plat- 
form, however, that will attract many of 
the wanderers back into the party and 
five the organization new life in Georgia, 
as Well as in other parts. of the country.” 

It is very probable_that after the selec- 
tion of a chairman the executive commit- 
tee will adjourn, leaving suggestions as to 
Planks in the party’s platform to the state 
convention.

Both are charged with the 
murder of Policeman Ponder on Novem- 
ber 8, 1897. 

Pendley was taken before the grand jury 

aay morning, having been brought to 
the room from the Tower by Captain Nash, 
ef DeKalb county. Pendley will mow be 
held in the custody of the officers of this 
county and will not be retaken to the 
chaingang of DeKalb county, where he has 
an incompleted sentence for some small 


offense. 

Pendley confessed thé crime with which 
he and Bankston are charged to the grand 
jury when he was called before it, and 
seemed perfectly self-possessed while do- 
ing so. He did not show any signs of weak- 
ening and it is now believed that he will 
stick to ‘his confession when he is called 
to answer the charge of the murder of 
Policeman Ponder and answer for the of- 
fense, should the be proved guilty, with 


his life. 

Pendley was carried to the courthouse at 
9 o’clock yesterday morning. He remained 
there some time before he was called be- 
fore the jury. He was in the room for an 
hour, and during that time was asked 
a number of questions, to which he gave 
direct answers. The jury had the case 
under consideration only a short time be- 
fore the indictments were found. . 

Bankston was not>ealled before the jury. 
Enough evidence for the indictments was 
obtained from Pendley. 

Pendley will spend the remainder of his 
time until his trial in the Tower. He will 
be treated with the same care and watch- 
fulness as the others who are there charged 
with murder. He may be placed in a cell in 
murderers’ row next to Bankston. 

There is considerable difference between 
the indictments prepared against Bankston 
and Pendley from those in other cases. 


The charges are stated in detail. 
dictment for murder reads as follows: 


Indictment for Murder.

Taliafcrro and G. W. Hill, in the name 
and behaif of the citizens of Georgia, 
charge and accuse John H. Pendley and 
George Bankston, of the county and 
State aforesaid, with the offense of mur- 
der, for that the said John H. Pendley 
and George Bankston, in the county 
aforesaid, on the 8th day of November, 
in the year of our Lord 1897, with force 
and arms, did unlawfully, and with mal- 
ice aforethought, kill and murder Thom- 
as J. Ponder by shooting him with a 
pistol, contrary t6 the laws of said 
state, the good order, peace and dignity 
thereof. 

The indictment continues and states the 
charges against the two prisoners for aid- 
ing and abetting. Chief of Police Manly 
appears as prosecutor and Charles D. Hill 
as solicitor. 

No Justice Elected. 


The jury acted on a large number of 
Cases yesterday and the names of some 
well known offenders were bfore it. About 
twelve indictments were returned for var- 
ious offenses and will be tried at the next 
term of the court, which will convene about 
the third Monday in this month. 

The jury has not yet elected a jpstice 
of the peace for the 1234th district to suc- 
ceed Judge Foute. The race between the 
candidates iis very interesting and the re- 
sult of the election is a matter of much 
doubt, 

The jury will probably act on the elec- 
tion of a justice the first thing this morn- 
ing.
